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know the history of t»e country, but we are 
not. Let slavery ami the ulave code remain 
as they are, until the second seitiou, abol- 
ishing them. It won't do for us to module 
with it. There is inherent danger of the 
heterogenous elements of whicfc we are 
composed, Hying apart, we must avoid ex- 
terior collisions. We have run the life out 
of some of our phrases that «ot us Into 
power. The term "abolitionist" which 
formerly excited the community, don't 
heal any more. The term "radical" never 
had any vitality; the people wondered 
whci her it was a good or bad thing, and 
shall have to invent others. Consolidation- 
ists might do, but they would quote Wash- 
ington — on us "Americanization" has been 
suggested, — but they would quote Jackson. 
I'eutralizalinn is getting somewhat into 
use, but it does not cut its way. We must 
have a sharp, mysterious word or phrase, 
that will fill the people with wonder and 
alarm. Our excellent Governor gave us a 
good sample of such a word, in his can- 
vass for office. I believe it was "scar A 
ka< Jtm* -s." I propose that we apply this 
term to these men who oppose us, until we 
can tind a better. We must do something, 
and do it soberly and earnestly, as if we 
wen- laboring for the public weal. 
You may hear from me again.

To the (\m»crvativt Rebel or Rebel Conscr- 
? ntive Members of the Legislature of Ken- 
tucky: 

You are at length emancipated from the 
fetters ol martial law and may now de- 
nounce the Government and its officers to 
your heart's content. Your friends hope 
you will not, like the freedman just step- 
ping'from bondage into liberty, havean im- 
projxT conception of the privileges j'ou now 
enjoy. The discordant materials out of 
which our parly is formed ought to warn 
us to be cautious and discreet. Some of us 
were for men aud money to prosecute the 
war against the rebellion — others opposed 
both: some were for the draft — some op- 
posed to it; some for the rebellion, aud some 
for the Government; and, unless we are 
wary, we may lose the just compensation 
for the sacrifice of our faith and principle. 
Tbere is one thing upon whicn we are all 
greed: that we mued bold the public offices 
; ! the purse of the people, aud if we keep 
>e< t distinctly in view we may reap 
th i-»'»ard of our laltor. There is not hi ntc 
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g<K)d report. Th<- simplicity of their faith 
makes them terribly earnest and energetic, 
and their zeal ought not to be fanned by 
any indiscretion of ours. In this view of 
the matter, I tear the spirit in which you 
nave entered upon the discharge of your 
duties. I regard the appointment of your 
otli<-ers as unfortunate. The rebels selected 
by you might have given way to "crippled 
Union soldiers," and the place of your clerk 
might have been filled by some man who 
had lost an arm or a leg in the service of 
the country. These sacrifices ought to be 
made by our men, at least, until we have a 
firmer bold on place aud purse. The peo- 
ple love and honor those who, by hazarding 
their own li' es, have preserved their coun- 
try. You know we are for the I'nion and 
the Constitution, and those simple-minded 
men may distrust our sincerity if they find 
us excluding undoubted patriots from a 
•hare of the loaves and fishes. Our brother, 
from Shelby, was not discreet when he 
plainly and openly denounced Presidents 
Lincoln and Johnson as traitors. Our plan 
has been to insinuate' such charges, and it 
has worked very well, but it is doubtful 
whether the |>eople will tolerate such 
charges, even in the absence of martial 
law. A great many plain people believe 
that Mr. Lincoln was an honest man, a true 
lover of his country and grappled with the 
difficulties that beset him with the arm of a 
giant. They love him because he w;is one 
of them. Mr. Johnson is gaining, also, a 
strong hold on the atfeotiou of the people, 
and we endanger our reputation for loyalty 
by such a<-cusatious. There are better and 
safer ways of accomplishing our purpose, 
and we ought not to hazard doubtful exper- 
iments. You managed the repeal of 
the expatriation Ml very adroitly, and 
accordingto art. Every one was in favor of 
giving the privilege of citizenship to those 
rebels who had made their peace with the 
Government, but our iuteresls required 
that sail, whe'her repentant or not, shall be 
admitted. The original bill in the House — 
giving the privilege to all— and the amend- 
ment restricting it to the repentant, the 
loss of the amendment and the passage of 
the original bill are stars in legislation. 
What can honest men object? Many of 
you voted both ways, and aid as much as 
possible to please the people, consistent 
with the fixed purpose ot passing the bill. 
If the people aiu'l satisfied, they ought to 
be. There may have been a little too much 
anxiety manifested, for I think several 
memle-rs proposed substantially the same 
measure, and this we ought to guard 
against, for these simple fellows are begin- 
ning to say, that we have more renard lor 
the rebel than the loyal man; which sort of 
talk is not convenient, and the old "war 
horse" out not to have talked about rebel- 
ling in the halls of the legislature. We 
may speak of that in our family counsels, 
but not openly, lor I tbiok it is pretty cer- 
tain that all of the people are tired of rebel- 
lion, and if we make that a plank in our 
platform we may bid farewell to the treas- 
ury. 

You would act wisely to know nothing 
about the emancipation of the negroes. 
1 notice that some persons, are inclined 
to thrust that subject be tore you, but I 
would not regard their efforts— it is 
a very unpleasUtnt matter to act up- 
on, and attended with a great mauv 
difficulties. We did not brirm it about, and 
are not responsible for it, and ought not to 
be troubled about it. Some may think 
that the changed condition of our country 

to do so, may endanger our craft. Besides, 
we deny that there is any change. General 
Palmer was presumptuous enough to pub- 
lish that three-fourths of the Stales had rat- 
ified the Constitutional Amendment, and 
that slavery was al>olished. But what 
right had he to announce that fact ? The 
Constitution does not give it. That simply 
provides that u hen a propositi jn for amend- 
ment is ratiiied by three-fourths of ihe 
States, it shall be a part of the Constitution.

While not disguising the great strnits rf Ma 
State, he is hopeful of its future. 

Gov. Worth's I H <VHum — Th* new Gov- 
ernor of North Carolina, in bis inaugural 
address, thus expresses himself conctrning 
the President's policy and the conditions 
upon which he will answer lor the good con- 
duct of the State, 

We honor ihe generous magnanimity and 
elevated statesmanship exhibited iu the 
President's plan of reconstruction. It looks 
to the permanent good of the whole nations 
and in view of the appalling difficulties 
with which he was surrounded, is probably 
the wisest practicable plan which could be 
desired.

by solemnly taking an oath renewingottr 
allegiance to the Dotted States, ll alltaese 
acts are held insullicient to entitle us to con- 
fidence, we can scarcely hope to do any- 
thing which will be held satisfactory. I 
will vouch for North Carolina, if not driven 
to despair by ungenerous distrust. She 
will grasp the hand of conciliation, if offer- 
ed wall generous and magnanimous confi- 
d. nre. I return to the people of North 
Carolina my most profound thanks for he 
distinguished honor ihey have done me, in 
electing me as their chief magistrate, and 
if I shall be called upon to perform the cu- 
tiesoflhe position. I shall most ferven ly 
implore the Giver of all good to inspire me 
with ability to discharge my duties In a 
manner acceptable* to the State, and pro- 
motive of the best interests of bar people.

North Carolin--— Uu worthy Invasion. 

The Legislature of North Carolina has 
adjourned until February. Our dispatch 
says that no law was passed, or even pro- 
posed, "for the government or protection of 
the freedmen." This is to be regretted. No 
amount of willful blindn°ss can obscure 
the fact that this very question was, of all 
others, the one that the North Carolina Legis- 
lature should have met and disposed of in 
a broad and liberal spirit. It was unworthy 
of the?ti as men, and particularly so as 
politicians, to dodge this vital issue, The 
State is full of freedmen ; their condition is 
anomalous and painful to both themselves 
and the whites : they are accused of crim- 
inal excesses, aud their masters are as 
loudly accused of persecution ; the densely 
populated negro districts have giveu 8 vote 
almost solid against the candidates sup- 
posed to be favorable to the governmental 
policy of reconstruction, and so preponder- 
ant has been that Vote that it is now a ques- 
tiou if the Administration will not sum- 
marily set it aside and continue indelinitely 
the existing military rule. In this action 
of the legislature we see nothing but evil. 
They failed to settle, aud even failed to re- 
cogni ze »hc great 1 1 uestiou of the day, one, too, 
bearing so directly upon reconstruction 
that every evasion of it must be set down 
as a design to embarrass the President aud 
Congress, and postpone, so far as the voting 
power of Noi th Carolina can do, the wished 
for moment of readmission. Before the 
elect lota we had hoped better results in the 
old North State. Standing in a semi-neu 
tral position between hot*headed South 
Carolina and pride-driven Virginia, she 
seemed to be a sort of neutral grouud, 
where there was at least hope that the seeds 
of Union might fructify ; but we fear that 
the w aves of poison from the North and 
South have rolled over her barren plains 
and infected her with all the virus of her 
neighbors. Certainly the statesmen (if 
such still exist) of North Carolina cannot 
expect by lofty disdain to brush from their 
soil a quarter of million of freedmen, nor 
can they hope by this ostentatious ignoring 
of the very question the General Govern- 
ment deems mobt important, to gain con- 
sideration, in quarters where consideration 
must ultimately be gained, in order to bring 
about that reunion for which all good 
and loyal men are so ardently hoping and 
striving. — [N. Y. Times. 

Klsbop Rostcraiis Shot at and Slightly 
Wounded. 

On Saturday evening last Bishop Rose- 
crans left the Cathedral about nine o'clock 
for the purpose ol going to his home at the 
Catholic Seminary, near Sedamsville. He 
had left orders with his servant to have his 
carriage at the Cathedral at ten o'clock, but 
being ready to go home before that time, 
concluded to walk. Just after having 
passed the track of the O. A M. Railroad, 
on the Sedamsville pike, he was accosted 
by two men, who demanded his money, 
lie made no reply, but hastened his pace 
into a run, one of the men then drew a 
pistol and fired at him, the ball taking 
effect in the left leg, just above the knee.

The 
wound, upon examination, proved to be 
merely oue of the flesh, and, although 
painful, by no means serious. No clue has 
yet been obtained to the perpetrators of the 
outrage.— [Cincinnati Gaz., Dtc.

What he hap- 
pened first to say to me furnishes one of 
those strange coincidences which help to in- 
vest our lives with a tinge of the mysterious 
and awful, and which makes us supersti- 
tious. One of bis first utterances to me was 
a startling description of what Tom Corwin 
was to be in twenty-five minutes after its 
utterance. It was this: He said, "You are 
more bald than when I saw you last the day 
before I sailed for Mexico." I said, "Yes.'' 
He said, with the semi-3olemn, semi-comi- 
cal face which has become historical, "But, 
then, Julius Caesar was bald." I said, "But 
Ciesar had fits." Then he assumed a more 
serious manner, and said: "Twenty years 
ago, I saw a man fall in apparently uncon- 
scious paralysis, when in the midst of ex- 
cited discourse. He was carried out by his 
friends in this condition, and his first act of 
consciousness was to utter the words you 
have justsaid: 'Ciesar had fits ! "' In twenty- 
live minutes after, I assisted in carrying

FOR FAVORS FROM 
<U ARTFRS. 

The late expatriated rebels are quite sell- 
the acts of the small 
irt of the rebellion holding its 
ist Frankfort. They imagine that the 
repeal of a law that denounced them in 
proper terms wipes out their crimes. This 
is not the general opinion of the world in 
such matters. We have never heard that 
the pardon of a counterfeiter, or of any 
other kind of a felon— the pardon being a 
repeal of the penalty -restored the counter- 
feiter, or any other felon, to respectability, 
or that it blotted out the former iniquity. 
Hut, in the eyes of the nation, the Ken- 
tucky rel>elB who took up arms for the 
Southern treason are not restored, nor are 
they likely to be restored to national re- 
spectability until they show they are na- 
tionalized. We shall rejoice to see them en- 
gage in that kind ol work, but think it very 
doubtful whether they will ever learn the 
A B C, of American patriotism. The crimp- 
ing of the Southern treason, on the material 
that underwent that operation, is not easily 
smoothed out. 

The Kentucky rebels and their sympa- 
thisers should remember that the nation 
has a supervisory power over them, aud 
that even silence, discretion and propriety 
on their part are but a poor return for the 
magnanimity that has pardoned their great 
crimes. They should ask themselves, when 
they view their crimes, their vast iniquitits 
against Kentucky aud against the nation, 
whether a life time of good behavior can 
efface iroin their memories the great wrongs 
of which they were lh« authors, aiders 
and abettors. It is sometimes asked, "what 
must be the religion of which a monkey is 
the priest," and these pardoned criminals 
iigsinst the laws of Kentucky and of the 
nation should, while gloating over their 
fancied shrift, sometimes think of the 
"priests" who now minister to their present 
joys. Wickedness and wrong-doing are 
temporary; it is righteousness that has 
permanence.

THE KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

The loyal press throughout the United 
States are scoring the Legislature of Ken- 
The prediction was made iu 1861 
Kentucky would be the last rebel State 
whipped, and she is, through the acts of 
her legislators, at this moment recognized 
as one of the most rampant rebel States in 
the Union. The Legislature is "piling up 



leaders did. 

The intelligent Frankfort correspondent 
of the Chicago Tribune, after reciting the 
rebel acts of the Legislature, says : 

They place the payment of the public 
debt on the same footing as the payment 
of Kentucky's claim for slaves and other 
property taken and destroyed during the 
rebellion. If the public debt is to be paid, 
then Kentucky must be paid. If Kentucky 
is not paid, then the public debt must not 
be paid with Kentucky's assistance. They 
will favor repudiation if Kentucky is not 
paid. 

The simple state of the case is this : Ken- 
tucky conservatives are determined to do 
all in their power to retard the Government 
and to disgrace the State. They seem to 
have been in a Rip Van Winkleish sleep, 
and that sleep has lasted for four years. If 
a stranger was to be transported without his 
knowledge and set down in the legislative 
halls of Kentucky, and was to listen to the 
speeches and all the doings of the Legisla- 
ture, he would imagine that he was in the 
"Congress ot the Confederate States at 
Richmond." So much treason and rebellion 
it has not been our fortune to hear since 
Bragg's army was in Kentucky. The ral- 
lying cry is "vive la rebellion." 

The acts of the Kentucky legislature are 
destroying the interests of hundreds of cit- 
izens of Kentucky, in getting payment for 
n< groes put into military service. The law 
provides for payment to loyal owners, but 
the United States government has more 
reason to look for loyalty in the legislation 
of South Carolina than in that of Ken- 
tucky. If the United States were to under- 
take to hunt after loyalty in Kentucky, she 
would find herself very much in tLapcondi- 
tionof a Philadelphia merchant, who asked 
a farmer, with whom he dealt, whether his 
farm was a good place for hunting. The 
farmer replied, that it was a first rate place 
for that. The merchant asked permission 
to eDjoy a few days' sport on the place, and 
the farmer gave him a cordial invitation to 
come, whenever he pleased. The neophyte 
sportsman prepared his apparatus and went 
down. Early next morning he sallied 
forth, and passed the day without seeing 
anything in the way of game. At night he 
asked the farmer why he had deceived 
him, but that honest gentleman relieved 
himself by assuring the disappointed 
sportsman that the farm was as good a 
place for hunting as he knew of, but that he 
had promised nothing about finding 
game. The National Government may 
suppose that the Capitol at Frankfort is an 
excellent place for hunting loyalty, but 
finding it is another thing. 

The correspondent ot the Chicago Tri- 
bune thiuks that a listener at Frankfort 
might imagine himself in the Confederate 
Congress at Richmond. There was a little 
more talent at Richmond. Whether there 
is any other material difference this depo- 
nent sayetb not. But surely no one who 
has read the speech made a few days since 
by Mr. Helm, and who heard the speech of 
Wm. L. Yancy at the Court House in this 
< ity, when he was inaugurating the rebel- 
lion, can fail to be struck with the perfect 
similarity of the two speeches. In both, a 
special kind of Unionism was loudly 
mouthed in almost precisely similar terms. 



THE HOW. H. J. RAYMOND. 

The speech of Mr. Raymond, of New- 
York, in answer to Thaddeus Stevens, of 
Pennsylvania, has not advanced his reputa- 
tion, in any degree, as a statesman. He 
was one of the first journalists in this coun- 
try, and he was eminently resectable as a 
member of the legislature of New York, in 
the Senate, of which he acted as President, 
through virtue of his offi -e as Lieutenant 
Governor. But he has made a decided faus 
pat in the National Congress. The common 
mistake was made in his case, in supposing 
that because a man is very respectable in 
one position he may be so in any other to 
which he may be called. Cobbett was one 
of the ablest and one of the most popular 
writers in England. He was also one of the 
most useful of the public instructors of the 
empire. For a great many years he labored 
to become a member of the British Parlia- 
ment, and when his aspirations at length 
culminated in success, the general expecta- 
tion among his admirers was, that his vigor, 
ibility and knowledge would soon make 
him a conspicuous member of that body, 
ind a successful champion of reform. His 
tirst speech killed him. He attacked Peel's 
budget, which be did not understand, and 
he speedily waded beyond his depth. From 
that moment, he was a mere cypher in the 
House of Commons. 

Another notorious instance is that of 
Lord l.rskine. He has never been sur- 
passed, and rarely equalled as an Advo- 
ate. His speeches at the bar will, un- 
doubtedly, ever be regarded as they are 
now, among the very belt specimens of 
British eloquence. Pox succeeded in get- 
ting him into the House of Commons, 
where great expectations were formed lor a 
brilliant career. Pitt snubbed and almost 
extinguished him in their tirst tilt, and he 
soon suuk in influence far below men much 
inferior to him in some things, but his su- 
periors in sound sense and parliamentary 
ta<-t. Mr. Raymond seems to have been 
juite as unfortunate in having Bingham 
and Kelly among his listeners, as Cobbett 
was with Peel, and Erskine with Pitt. It 
was very unfortunate that Mr. Raymond, 
after laboring to show the fallaciousness' of 
the positions defended by Thaddeus 
Mm ens, had to work his way to about the 
same point that Mr. Stevens reached. 

We regret that Mr. Raymond selected 
such a theme as he did, and such a time 
for his debut in the National Congress. 
The questions which he undertook to settle 
are exercising the finest and most experi- 
enced intellects of this country. These 
wise, sagacious, veteran statesmen find in 
these questions some of the most perplex- 
ing problems that ever bewildered the hu- 
man mind. It would have been conducive 
to the fame and usefulness of Mr. Raymond 
to retain a back seat until he heard some- 
thing from the sources to which the people 
look for safety. The attempt at defining in 
the New York Times the status of the re- 
cent insurrectionary States, and at defin- 
ing what is to be done with those States by 
the nation are too widely varient efforts. 

The speech of Mr. Raymond has some 
speculative ability in it, but it is 
pointless in practical matters.

From the Nashville Dispatch. 
The Freedman's Bureau— Missouri. 

Nashvillb, Dec. 23d, 1865. — I was not a 
little surprised on reading the following 
from your issue of this date: 

Thb Frbkdmbh's Bureau — Missouri* — 
We see by a recent dispatch from St. Louis, 
that the Freedmen's Bureau is on the point 
of being abolished in Missouri. Chaplain 
Wright, Superintendent of Freedmen and 
Refugees of the State, has received orders 
from General Sprague, Commissioner of 
Freedmen for Missouri and Arkansas, to 
turn over all his books aud papers to the 
Quartermaster's Department. This indi- 
cates that the colored people will here- 
after have to depend upon themselves. We 
can't understand what particular reasons 
are brought to bear to cause this action in 
Missouri. That State, like our own, refus- 
ed to allow the negroes to testify in the 
courts. Without being disposed to un- 
charitableness, we feel strongly inclined to 
suggest that, as iu Tennessee, why should 
not Missouri havean increased, rather than 
a diminished dose, of Freedmen's Bureau? 

Permit me to correct your statement that 
Missouri refuses to allow negroes to testify 
in the courts, and to request you to publish 
Section 3, Article 1, of the constitution of 
that State, which declares as follows: 

"That no person can on account of color 
be disqualified as a witness; or be disabled 
to contract, otherwise than as others are 
disabled; or be prevented from acquiring, 
holding, and transmitting property; or be 
liable to any other punishment for any of- 
fense, than that imposed upon others for 
a like offense; or be restricted in the exer- 
cise of religious worship; or be hindred iu 
acquiring education; or be subjected in law 
to any other restraints or disqualifications, 
in regard to any persons rights, than such 
as are laid upon others under like 
stances." 

The new constitution of Missouri has 
been in force since the 4th day of July last. 
The Freedinen in that State are, by its just 
provisions, amply protected in person and 
property. The General Assembly of the 
State is required to establish and maintain 
schools for the gratuitous instruction of all 
persons in the State of Missouri, between 
the ages of five and twenty-one years. All 
funds provided for the support of public 
schools are to be appropriated in propor- 
tion to the number of children, without re- 
gard to color. Thus has Missouri in her 
organic law, provided for her freedmen. 
The consequence is, that cheerful content- 
ment, and productive industry prevails 
throughout the State. The Freedmen's Bu- 
reau has no.occupation in Missouri.

Dr. O. W. Holmes, the distinguished poet 
and author, also indorses the limestone 
theory. He says: "In Kentucky, Ohio, and 
Western Vermont, men grow to larger size 
because of the limestone formation under 
the soil." 

The character of the earlier settlers of 
these countries, and the habits of lite which 
they were necessarily compelled to adopt, 
had much more to do with their physical 
development than the limestone that under- 
lie* those States. 

Kentucky was first settled by men from 
Virginia, the hardiest among the inhabi- 
tants of the old commonwealth— men who 
possessed unusual resolution and strength 
of bodily constitution. They traveled seven 
or eight hundred miles without roads 
through an unbroken wilderness, inhabit- 
only by wild beasts and savage Indians. 
Men of such a stamp, arriving in a new 
and perfectly wild country, were compelled 
to adopt the most simple and most natural 
habits ot life, living in well vintilated cab- 
ins, and whose daily bill of fare was corn 
bread and the wild meat of the country, 
and with an abundance of labor in the 
open air. These simple habits of life, 
practiced by such a hardy stock, could not 
fail to give to their ollspring great size and 
the most perfect physical development. 
Thus for two generations the men of Ken- 
tucky surpassed in size aud physical 
endurance those of any other State. But 
at this time but a few of these large meu 
are to be seen— a mere remnant of a former 



The standard of size now in Kentucky, I 
believe, will fall below that ot Ohio, a much 
older State. The change in the labor and 
habits of life among the people of Kentucky, 
since its early settlement, has been very 
trreat. The rapid increase of slavery and 
its attendant evils, and the adoption of easy 
and luxurious habits of life, have changed 
the whole physical aspect of the people. 

In Ohio labor has ever been deemed hon- 
orable, and the inhabitants still, in a good 
degree, maintain their early habits of in- 
dustry, if not of simple living. In a report 
of the statistics of Ohio, furnished by the 
Commissioner, Mr. Mansfield, some inter- 
esting tacts are given, but the present length 
of this article will only admii of a brief ex- 
tract. The average bight of the men in the 
interior of Ohio is five feet ten and a half 
inches, five inches above that of the Bel- 
gians; two and a half inches above that of 
the English recruits, and one and a half 
inches above that of the Scotch Highland- 
ers. Of the two hundred and thirty-nine 
individuals taken promiscuously for meas- 
urement, fifty-nine (one fourth,) were six 
feet two inches. The great size of the Ver- 
monter may safely, I think, be attributed 
to the character of the country and climate, 
which are favorable to industry and simple 
habits of living.

Trial of ex-Rcbel Gen. >lercer. 

Ni:w York, November 2ii.--The follow- 
ing are the causes of the arrest of General 
Mercer, whose trial for murder is now go- 
ing on itt Savannah, as are Riven bf the 
Herald's Savannah correspondent: There 
existed at Savannah In lNJJ a battalion of 
soldiers in the rebel army composed ol 
Union prisoners who had enlisted in the 
rebel ranks to keep from starving. These 
men took every opportunity to desert to 
our lines. On one oecasion seven of them 
were caught, tried for desertion and shot. 
This occurred while General Mercer was in 
command and he has been placed on trial 
lor murder. General Mercer put in his pa- 
role by Sherman in defense, claiming Uni- 
ted States protection under the Johnston- 
Sherman agreement. The Commission are 
now adjourning from day to day, awaiting 
a telegraphic dispatch from Washington as 
to whether the trial can goon or not, as no 
evidence can be produced for the prosecu- 
tion as yet. Application for bail was made 
on behalf of the accused, which was refused 
by the Court, lie is at present coniined in 
th« guard house tinder the custody of the 
provost marshal and is treated kindly. 

Money Matters. 

New York, Dec. The Post says the 
tone of confidence which prevailed in Wall 
street last week is rather subdued and 
modified this morning by a variety of 
causes. As-most of tht se causes are tem- 
porary in their nature, the expectation is 
freely expressed by a large number of in- 
telligent observers that the present and 
prospective ease in money will give an im- 
pulse to business early in January. The 
loan market is very easy at 7 percent., and 
the accumulation of capital is so much in- 
creasing that lenders in some cases are ac- 
cepting lower rates. The stock market 
opened dull aud closed heavy. Foreign 
exchange is quiet. 

The supply steamer Massachusetts will 
leave the Brooklyn Nuvy Yard on Satur- 
day with mails passengers aud stores to 
the Gulf and Atlantic squadrons. 

Mexican News. 

Nbw York Dec, 26.— The Commercial's 
Washington special says: Authentic intel- 
ligence from the City of Mexico presents 
tue remarkable growth of neutrality in that 
city, and in the interior the French were be- 
coming daily more unpopular, and tlieir 
withdrawal kroold be immediately follow- 
ed by the downfall of Maximilian. The 
feeling of the inhabitants of the Empire is 
increasing; the ufljcials are uneasy aud 
dread a popular manifestation in favor of 
the public. Factions aregradually abating 
tlieir difference in a manner that bodes no 
good to the Imperialists. The sentiment of 
nationality has been immenselj' stimulated 
by the foreign invasion, aud by the hopes 
inspired by the restoration of peace in the

The Jamaica Riot. 

New YORK, Dec. 2").— The Times gives an 
extract from a letter received from a gentle- 
man holding a high commercial position in 
Kingston. It says the excitement caused 
by the late disturbances is passing off, aud 
all the various and wild reports that were 
in circulation about an organized conspira- 
cy have vanished into thin air, and existed 
only in the minds of a certain class whose 
policy it was to make such a statement. 
The very fact that over 1500 were exchanged 
and shot, besides an innumerable nnmber 
Hogged without one of the militia having 
sustained as much injury as a linger scratch, 
proves to some extent that there could have 
been no organization. All the outrages that 
were committed by rebels did not extentl 
beyond the first day, and some of the at- 
trocities committed' by them are quite 
equalled by the cruellies of the Provost 
Marshal. The principal that seemed to 
have governed and regulated the authori- 
i ies was vengeance and not mercy, and it 
is Lelieved very many iuuocent persons 
were sacrificed. 

Cattle Plague— Internal Fevenue Re- 
ceipts— Riot in Alexandria. 

Washington, December 26. — The 
Uuited States Consul at Manchester, 
England, under date of Dec. 9th, informs 
the State Department that since the last dis- 
prtch on the subject of the cattle plague the 
deaths have* rapidly increased. 

The receipts from Internal Revenue 
for the week ending Dec. 23, amounted to 
$5,000,000. Total since the first of July near- 
ly ? 171, 000,000. 

Tlie Evening Star has information of a 
riot in Alexandria, Va., yesterday, and 
says it was commenced by a party of ne- 
groes who were going about the city with 
a drum breaking in the door of a man 
named Mauking.v He fired on the party, 
killing one and wounding another. The 
disturbance extended to other portions of 
the city, and lasted until late at night. 
Shooting was going on in everv direction. 
Four while men are reported killed and a 
number wounded in addition to the negroes 
reported killed. 

From Wilmington. N. C. 

Wilmington, N. C, Dec. 26. — The ne- 
groes made no organised demonstration in 
this vicinity on Christmas day. There 
were a few isolated cases of collisions be- 
tween whites and blacks early on Christ- 
mas morning. The negroes creating dis- 
turbance were arrested by the police. A 
crowd of negroes rallied, when companies 
and detachments of the regular garrisons 
came to the assistance of the place. About 
one hundred negroes were arrested, but are 
not yet disposed of. There was no other 
disturbance of consequence. 

Major Wickersham, Superintendent of 
the Freedmen's Bureau in this District, has 
ordered the Chairman of the County Court 
to revote the sentence in the case of McCoy 
and Roberts, to be sold into slavery, in de- 
fault of which the members of the Court 
are to be put under arrest. 

Governor of Mississippi Relieved. 

Washington, Dec. 26.— The President 
has through the Secretary of State releived 
Judge Sharkey of the trust of Provisional 
Governor, and recognized his duly elected 
MOMMOff in the person of Gov. Humph- 
reys. The letters addressed to him are sim- 
ilar to those writteu to Provisional Gover- 
nors aud Governors of the other Southern 
States remitting to the civil authorities 
chosen by the people the care and conduct 
of 



Fenian Difficulties to be Compromised. 

New Y'ork, Dec. 26.— A movement for 
the compromise of the Fenian quarrel em- 
braces, first, an immediate movement for 
the independence of Ireland; second, the 
delivery of the funds of the Brotherhood to 
a committee of promineut and solvent 
friends of the cause, to be mutually agreed 
upon aud who shall at once use the moneys 
in their hands as sinews of war to effect 
the redemption of Ireland. It is thought 
that this plan will test the sincerity of both 
parties. 

Ship Stranded-Crew Lost 

Boston, December 26.— The Hamburg 
ship Newton, Captain Horting, from New 
Y'ork for Hamburg, came ashore at Nan- 
tucket Sunday night and went to pieces. 
All hands were lost but one man who came 
ashore, but he died from exposure after 
walking half a mile from the beach. Hia 
life-preserver was marked "Newton, Ham- 
burg." About 1,200 barrel! of kerosene oil 
has been saved. 



Secretary Harlan to Resign— Assumption 
of the State War Debts. 

Ni w York, December 26. — The Post's 
Washington special says: It is rumored 
that Secretary Harlan will soon resign and 
be succeeded by Hon. Mr. Dooiittle. It is 
also rumored that the Appropriation Com- 
mittee intends to report to the House a bill 
providing for the assumption of the war 
debts of the loyal States by the Govern- 
ment.

Washington, December 26.— The consti- 
tutional term of President Juarez expired 
by limitation on the 13th of November last. 
Among the republican statesmen of Mex- 
ico there seemed to be some doubt as to 
whether he should continue In his office 
until another election could be held agreea- 
bly to the constitution and the exigencies 
of the country, or whether he should relin- 
quish the Presidency into th<* hands of Gen- 
eral Ortega, the Vice President. All true 
Mexicans were, however, unanimous in 
the first opinion. General Ortega deemed 
it to be his duty to be at the capital at the 
expiration of the constitutional term, 
with a view to assume charge of public af- 
fairs should President Juare* deem it 
proper to relinquish them, as rumors grow- 
ing out of 'hose circumstances prejudicial 
to the Liberal cause have been circulated.

Important Case In North Carolina— old 
Slave Laws Set Aside. 

Wilminoton, Dec. 20.— In the case of 
Walter McCoy, colored, sentenced by the 
County Court to be sold into servitude for 
five years for larceny. MaJ. Gen. Crook 
overruled the sentence on the ground that 
no laws can be enforced which makes a 
distinction between blacks and whites. 
Tne statutes which provides for selling free 
negroes into servitude may not, therefore, 
be enforced. Sheriffs have been instructed 
by order of the President, not to enforce the 
collection of tax levied by the Constitution- 
al Convention. This action was procured 
by merchants interested in the matter. The 
alarm about the negroes is subsiding in this 
vicinity.

The Chicago Republican gives a long 
history of Pinkerton's National Police 
Agency, from which we extract the follow- 
ing: 

In connection with the railroad business 
there occurred many strange episodes. 
During the early stages of railroad enter- 
prise in Illinois, great crimes were fre- 
quently perpetrated by obstructing the 
track and throwing off the trains. Many 
were killed by these atrocious acta, al- 
though plunder was, no doubt, the subject 
of them. The Michigan Southern suffered 
most in this way; lives were lost and the 
mails invariably robbed. On one of these 
occasions, after a tedious investigation of 
months, Mr. Pinkerton arrested one Au- 
gustus Stewart Byron, a nephew of Admi- 
ral Napier, who whs then serving in the 
Crimean war, whowas charged with obstruc- 
tion, robbery aud murder by the obstruc- 
tion. 

The former claimed to be a natural sou 
of Lord Byron, by an Kdinburggirl named 
Mary Stewart. Me had two or three man- 
uscript letters, writteu by Lord Byron, in 
his possession, aud there were other au- 
thentic documents to prove the truth of his 
story. The latter Napier also turned out 
the person that he represented himself to 
be, although he managed finally to evade 
jiisti. e by running away. He escaped from 
New York in a sailing vessel bound for 
Kngland, although Mr. Pinkerton was in 
New York on hia track at the time. The 
son of the poet was convicted of murder 
by throwing a train from the track, thereby 
killing the engineer, the object being the 
robbery of the mail* He was sentenced 
to imprisonment for life in the State Peui- 
Umtiary, capital punishment bavin 
I aliolisfiwd in Michigan, Hw diud in prhjOO,

Address of Gov. 
Georgia. 

Gov. Jenkins, of Georgia, has transmit- 
ted his first annua message to the legisla- 
ture of that State. He holds that "recon- 
struction' means fidelity to the supreme 
law of the land. He refers to tne relation- 
ship the people bear to the General Govern- 
ment, and thinks there can b*» no cause for 
conflict between the two. The war broke 
out, because reason had abandoned her 
sway, and the sword assumed the arbitra- 
ment. He urges the people to maintain 
their dignity and be patient, believing that 
the process of reconstruction will be that 
of unviolated integrity on the part of the 
General Government towards the State. 
Georgia never onlederated against the 
Cnited States until each for herself bad, in 
open day, and in hearing of all mankind, 
declared herself separated from that power. 
Gov. Jenkins then discusses the negro 
question. He believes that as they advance 
they will get to look upon their common 
place of origin, Africa, as measurably in 
the hand of the proprietary race, and ima- 
gines that an effort will be made one of 
these days for the thorough remodeling of 
that country. During the war, the negro 
sometimes unsettled in his opinions, was in 
his condui t praiseworthy beyond all expec- 
tation. His ridelit v and decorum under the 
distressing influences of the present, was 
without a parallel in history. He advocates 
the rights of property and person; urges the 
Court to admit the negro but disapproves 
"the fatal delusion of social and political 
equality.'' 

The following is one of the pregnant sen- 
tences occurring in the Governor's address: 

"Five years since reason abandoned and 
the sword assumed the arbitrament. We 
open not that record of violence— would 
that we could stamp it with the seal of ob- 
livion! Now the wager of battle is over, 
and the award is against us as parties to 
the issue, our whole people have risen up 
and accepted it as the will of one man. 
What valor failed to achieve, wisdom has 
promptly renounced, and truth herself has 
set her signet to the deed." 

Speaking of the colored population he 
says: 

"I here declare that, in my judgment, 
their fidelity in the past, aud their decorum 
under the distressing influences of the pres- 
ent, are without a parallel in history, and 
establish for them a strong claim upon our 
favoring patronage. As the governing 
class, individually and collectively, weowe 
them unbounded kindness, thorough pro- 
tection, incentives, by moral suasion, by 
appeals to their interest, and by just legal 
restraint, to do right, that they may do well. 
Their rights of person and property should 
be made perfectly secure — so secure that 
they may realise their freedom and its ben- 
efits; and of it they should be encou-aged 
and stimulated to make benefit. To this 
end the courts must be open to them, and 
they must be allowed, in the assertion and 
defense therein of their rights in civil and 
criminal cases, the testimony of their own 
race. As essential to their well being, they 
should be guarded, ou the one hand, against 
the crafty machinations of the designing, 
and on the other, against the fatal delusion 
of social and political equality. • * Bat 
our duty is with- the present; and, encom- 
passed as it is with difficulties, I say to you, 
courage, Senators ami Representatives; res- 
olutely and earnestly essay to surmount 
them all. God is merciful. God is mighty. 
God, in his abounding mercy, and in the 
plenitude of his might, so dispose our for- 
tunes aud theirs that each class shall be to 
the other a blessing, not a curse."
